Mrs. Monica Owen, Associate 
Director of the National Council 
of Churches’ Migrant Miinst:

She reported that 
America’s more than a million 
migrants represent the largest 
low income group in the U. S. 
Best estimates are that we will 
continue to need about this 
many migrants for the next 25 
years to harvest food and fiber 
for our exploding population. 

As Mrs. Owen asks migrants 
over the nation, “What are your 
biggest problems,” she gets 
these replies: “Our biggest pro- 
blems are getting steady work 
and steady income, getting edu- 
cation for our children as we 
move, and care of our children 
while we work.” 

Following Mrs. Owen's talk 
the group discussed the need 
for nurseries in Belle Glade 
what facilities exist already, 
what the community can do to 
improve them, what additional 
facilities might be developed 
Many constructive ideas were 
presented in the discussion 
which were referred to the 
Community Welfare and Better- 
ment Committee for further 
study and exploration.

The levees are de- 
signed to protect upland de- 
velopment from flooding by 
storm winds acting on waters 
of Lake Okeechobee. 

Levee 61 is a small intercep- 
tor canal and dike and its func- 
tion will be to intercept flood- 
waters from the upland drainage 
area and conduct them to major

Ever wonder how the new 
automatic bowling machines 
operate? To most bowlers, the 
automatic apparatus is "just 
there" and little thought is given 
to the huge, complicated mach- 
ine quietly hidden at the end of 
each lane. 

Development of the electroni- 
cally operated AMF Pinspot- 
ters used. at Glades Bowling 
Lanes took more than 15 years. 
Each machine, in this case, 16, 
weighs in excess of 2,000 pounds 

nd measures eight feet high, 

and one-half feet in width 
nd 6 one-half feet in depth. 

A triangular closed-in panel 

ounted on the machine just 
above the pins is called a "Mag- 
ie-Triangle" Pindicator signal- 
ing unit; its signal lights indi- 
cate to the bowler a strike, first 
and second ball, a foul, and pins 
left standing. It's a big help to 
bowlers in locating “sleeper 
pins." 

The Pinspotter is set into 
motion when a ball hits the pit 
cushion on which a switch is in- 
stalled. 

In the event of a strike, the 
sleeper drops immediately to the 
alley bed. The table then des- 
cends, finds no pins, reascends 
briefly while the sweep clears 
the lane of “deadwood” where- 
upon the table spots a new set 
of pins.

wheel-like conveyor. The con- 
veyor lifts the pins to the top 
of the machine. Meanwhile, 
the ball has been moved to the 
corner of the pit and starts its 
journey back to the player on a 
belt-type ball lift. 


At the top of the conveyor, 
pins are released, and oriented, 
base first, upon an endless-belt- 
telescoping distributor which in- 
dexes the pins into the cups of 
the spotting table as they are 
required. 


When the first ball fails to 
knock down all the pins, the 
sweeper bar descends to the al- 
ley bed and waits for the table 
to lower and lift the standing 
pins clear of the lane. Then the 
sweep clears deadwood into the 
pit and the table replaces stand- 
ing pins to the exact locations 
from which they were taken, 
ready for the second ball. Pins 
offspotted by the first ball are 
replaced in their offspot posi- 
tion. 


No pushbuttons are required 
in the operation of the Pinspot- 
ter with one exception—when a 
spare is made in the tenth 
frame. To obtain a new setup, 
a button is pushed at the foul 
line, whereupon the lane is

Ball Selection 
Important Factor 


Because of the difference in 
individuals, the selection of a 
ball is an important factor in 
getting the most out of bowling. 


The location, size, and direc- 
tion of the finger holes, and the 
weight of the ball are the dis- 
tinguishing features of bowling 
balls. Comfort is the determin. 
ing factor in selection. 


Methods adopted by one bowl- 

er are not always successful 
when used by another. A parti- 
cular grip employed by one 
would be awkward to another 
because of the difference in the 
shape and size of hands. 


Your own weight and strength 
determine the weight of the ball 
that is easy for you to handle; 
and the size and strength of 
your hand determine the cir- 
cumference and arrangement of 
the holes in the ball that will be 
comfortable for you. 


The proper ball cannot be too 
strongly stressed for, after all, 
the grip is the foundation for 
correct bowling. If possible, the 
bowler should own his own 
bowling ball bored to fit cor- 
rectly. This service is available 
at the Glades Bowling Lanes. 
If it is not possible to acquire 
your own, then select the one 
which best fits your grip and 
strength. 


A ball which can be held in 
the most natural and comfort- 
able grip permitting it to leave 
the hand smoothly when deliv- 
ered is the ball to use.

the lane and might even be 
lucky enough to come up with a 
reasonable score. To become 
really proficient at the sport, 
however, instruction from good 
teachers should be the first con- 
cern. 

With the proper know-how 
and practice, you can soon be 
"bowling them over" with the 
best of 'em. 

But, whether you take in- 
struction or not, the thing to re- 
member is to relax . . . easy- 
does-it. Don't throw the ball. 
The release of the ball should| 
slide naturally off your fingers 
as you swing your arm forward; 
nor is it necessary to exert the. 
swing. It's a fact that a “slow” 
ball will throw over just as 
many pins as a “fast” bail. 

Bowling, like any other sport, 
is one continuous coordinated 
movement and is graceful when 
done naturally. 

Another trick to keep in mind 
is a firm wrist—which allows

more life. The finish should be| 
smooth, with shoulders parallel
